of the university for a new inexpen- 
sive process of making milk sugar, 
tho discovery of a member of the 
Cornell faculty. 


The process yields a kind of milk 


sugar not formerly on the market, 
a sweet that may be used like ordi- 
nary table sugar, yet in sufficient 
quantities to obtain easily some of 
tho benefits of drinking milk copi- 
ously, but without the .milk. 


Discovery of the process was made 


by a member of the Cornell facul- 
ty, In the New York State Agricul- 
tural College, Dr. Paul Sharp, pro- 
fessor of dairy chemistry. - He has 
turned over all rights to the uni- 
versity, which already has applied 
for a patent, with the purpose of 
having the sugar produced for mar- 
ket, not by tho university, but 
through some ararngcment whereby 
its research work will benefit if the 
sugar succeeds commercially. 


The sugar is beta lactose, until re- 


cently a chemical curiosity which 
had been prepared In small amounts 
in only a few laboratories at a cost 
estimated at about $100 a pound. Dr. 
Sharp's discovery in part consists 
of a method for making-a technical 
grade of this sweet at a cost to the 
consumer not to exceed one dollar 
a pound. , 


There is'another form of lactose, 


named alpha which is on the mar- 
ket in considerable. qualities, being 
sold by druggists under the.name of 
'"milk sugar." Dr. Sharp, says the 
difference between the two varieties 
are in solubility and sweejne^s, the 
ialpha form, he says! T *" i*^

contemptuous of the rights of others 
and of the majesty of law and govern- 
ment. When the oil leases were up for 
investigation he did not hesitate to 
compromise" his friends. He has found 
it convenient to Use bribes when he 
wished to obtain privileges and favors 
that could be purchased. When he was 
tried on criminal charges his lawyers 
hired detectives to shadow jurors, 
doubtless for the purpose of corrupting 
them if the opportunity offered. While 
he is in jail he must be treated with 
partiality. 


A man with Harry F. Sinclair's rec- 


ord for the last ten years may be a 
good business man, but he is not a 
good citizen. 
It is his theory that 


wealth gives its 'possessor immunity 
under the law and the right to do as he 
pleases. Mr. Sinclair's millions are not 
of the slightest consequence in reckon- 
ing his character or his acts. He is guil- 
ty of practices that ought to make him 
shunned by respectable citizens. Jail 
is the proper place for him and the 
longer the better. Sentence ought not 
to be abbreviated one day.

The state needs a corrupt practices

The present law has 
so many holes in it that you can drive 
through it with a five ton truck. But it 
is also true that laws cannot always be 
drawn in perfect fashion until experi- 
ence has sharpened the intellect to the 
correct way of avoiding dangers. 


While the supreme court will even- 


tually decide the proposition involved, 
basing its decision upon its view/of the 
language of the constitution as well as 
the history of that instrument and of 
our institutions, it seems to The Post- 
Crescent that it would be unfortunate 
if the trial of alleged violations of the 
corrupt practices act would have to be 
before the legislature. Our courts are 
removed from the heat of political con- 
troversy and justice would not only be 
more certain to be there ascertained 
but, the likelihood of political influence 
is extremely small. On the other hand a 
trial in the legislature would be noth- 
ing short of a test of political strength.

More- 
over the legislature is, for trial pur- 
poses, a cumbrous machine, the trial 
Would take weeks or mopths of its time 
and just when the needs of the state 
were demanding that time for a thou- 
sand and one different objects. 


For a more orderly administration 


of the laws and the greater likelihood 
of a just enforcement of them it is to 
be hoped that the governor's attorneys 
lose out upon their demurrer, for if 
they win the slow work of amending 
the constitution may be in order.

^ The old cruiser Olympia, whose 
guns blej^mthe last remnanj of Spain's 


^colbfltal empire to fragments, will go 
io' the Wreckers unless there are 
enough American citizens with a fond- 
ness for patriotic memorials to save 
her. Dewey's flagship at Manila Bay is 
obsolete, condemned by the navy. A 
movement is now under way to raise" 
private funds, save the ship from de- 
struction and preserve it as a sort of 
naval museum. If money comes in fast 
enough, the ship will remain for future 
generations to gape at; if not, it will go 
to a junk yard and presently will exist 
only as a name. 


There is a fascination about old 


ships—especially fighting ships. Men 
love to preserve them, write about 
them, roll 
the , names over 
their 


tongues; Golden Hind, Revenge, Tem- 
eraire, Victory, Constellation, Alabama 
—the list has the magic connotations 
of a line of poetry. Each name marks a 
step in human history; each is sur- 
rounded by an aura of romance, a hint 
of departed days when life was more 
direct and less c6nfusing. Perhaps the 
Olympia will join the list of famous 
relics, to lie for decades at a dockside, 
like the Victory and the Constitution, 
peaceful and quiet. And it may be that 
the Olympia will be the last of the 
great warships to be preserved. 


The World war contributed one 


great name, the Emden, and the bones 
of that ship lie bleached on a reef off 
Cocos Island. But the rest of its ships 
are forgotten. Unless some chance of 
fate saves a submarine, it is probable 
that no vessel of the World war will 
survive for the^ sightseers of 1990. So 
the Olympia may be the last of the 
great line of fighting ships. For that 
reason alone, if for no other, she ought 
to be preserved. 


For there wilt come a day when 


there are no more warships. The air- 
plane is driving them off the seas just 
as surely as the steam engine routed 
the square-riggers of Nelson's day. 
There is, moreover, a new sort of wind 
blowing; a wind that may yet drive the 
war clouds off the last horizon and 
clear the skies for a day in which "na- 
tion shall not fight against nation." 
And when that happens we shall be 
building a merchant marine instead of 
a vast navy.

Street. Indeed, it has been hinted, 
but denied, that Montague Norman, 
Governor of the Bank of England, 
arranged for Joint action between 
Wall Street and London's "City" to 
resist any militant intention the gov- 
ernment of France and the Bank of 
France might have in the interna- 
tional financial and political field. 


For America, too, has felt 
the

1928,

SYNTHETIC BLOOD 


SEEN AS CURE FOR 
ANEMJCCONDITION 


Accomplishment Stirs Medi- 


cal Circles With Hope for 
Future 


BY DR. O. P. JACOB 


Munich —W>— The recent pro- 


duction synthetically for the first 
time of haemin, the principal con- 
stituent of red color in blood, has 
stirred medical circles In Germany 
with hope for future 
accomplish- 


ment. 
Haemin carries iron to the tissues. 


It also carries the indispensable oxy- 
gen, without which, higher 
organ- 


Isms cannot live. It is one of the 
most important of all elements in 
animal vitality. 
The synthesis was achieved after 


17 years of endeavor by Dr. Hans 
Fischer, professor of chemistry at 
the Munich polytechnic. While for 
the moment the discovery is consid- 
ered of purely theoretical value. 
Professsor Fischer and many other 
German scientists see in the syn- 
thetic production a valuable means 
of enlightenment on the chemical 
composition of haemin. 


Many believe that Fischer's syn- 


thesis may pave the way to deter- 
mining a remedy or cure for anemia 
and for carbon monoxide poisoning. 
Anemia Is caused by a diminution of 
haemin in the red blood corpuscles. 
The gas poisoning is caused by car- 
bonic acid gas entering the blood. 
There, because it has a greater af- 
finity for haemin than has oxygen, It 
displaces and prevents the normal 
process of oxygen use. 
For some time a non-synthetic hae- 


min has been made in factories from 
ox blood, but the value of the chem- 
ically madevproduct is its sr^a**r 
purity. Knowledge of exactly all the 
substances composing the synthetic 
article is highly suited for the pre- 
cise measurements required In the 
delicate testa whereby human uses 
are sought. 
In his successful synthesis, Pro- 


fessor Fischer first split a molecule 
of haemoglobin into a colorless albu- 
men, called globin, and an Iron-car- 
rying haemin. The globinr continues 
to be a comparatively unknown sub- 
stance, but the haemin can be re- 
solved Into various chemical groups 
known as porphyrins. 
Fischer and his assistant found 


various synthetic methods for mak- 
ing such of the porphyrins as are 
most closely allied to haemin. Then 
they produced & deutero-porphyrln 
to which acetyl was added. Acetyl 
is a chemical of the alcohol group. 
After the acetyl step the desired 
haemin ultimately was derived.

SHEARER DEFENDS 


NAVAUCTIYITIES 


Says Officers Once Praised 


His Work as Patriotic 
Duty 


New York—OP)—New York news- 


papers today published an interview 
with William B. Shearer, in which 
the self-avowed propagandist against 
naval reduction defended his activi- 
ties for which President Hoover has 
demanded an explanation. High nav- 
al officers once at a dinner, he said, 
praised his work as a patriotic duty. 


In the Interview -which was given 


on tho railroad platform at Stam- 
ford. Conn., Shearer said he had 
been sent to the three-party naval 
limitation conference at Geneva In 
1927 by three large shipbuilding com- 
panies to "see that the true facts 
and figures on naval strength were 
given to the American press and peo- 
ple."

$255,655, claimed as fees owed to 
him by the Bethlehem Shipbuilding 
company, the Newport News Ship- 
building and Dock company and the 
American Brown Bovcri Electric Cor- 
poration. These are the companies 
he said he represented at Geneva. In 
answer to President Hoover's de- 
mand for an explanation, representa- 
tives of the companies have denied 
employing Shearer.

Barley without a sting is available 


to farmers in Outagamic-co who wish 
to grow the new strain developed 
by agronomists who succeeded in 
producing barley without barbs at 
the experiment farm of tho Unlvcr- 
clty of Wl«cft*i«ln arcwfllns' to r?n 
received by Gus Sell, county agent. 


Barley will produce from 20 to 25 


per cent more digestible feed than 
oats, says B. D. Leith. but grain 
growers have been slow to plant 
acreage because of f.o discomforts 
of handling It. Tho new strain of 
barbless barley eliminates tho dif- 
ficulty, largely. 


Until this year, seed was available 


In large enough quantities to supply 
the demand and replace the barbed 
varieties, but the crop Just harvested 
should meet most of the market for 
seed. Lclth says, and ho urges farm- 
ers to purchase their supply early BO 
they will bo assured of a crop of 
barbless barley next year. 


In developing the new variety of 


stringless barley, a black variety 
was crossed with the famous pedi- 
gree 
Odcrbrucker. 
By 
selecting 


barbless heads for a number 
of 


years all barbs were eliminated. Tho 
barbless strain, known as Wisconsin 
pedigree number 37, has yielded an 
average of 57 bushels per acre nt 
the state experiment farm as com- 
pared to 4G bushels for Oilerbrucker.

high yielding, It has been selected 
for reslstence to barley stripe, n 
very common disease of the barley 
plant, Leith points out.

truck and trailer. It is owned and 
exhibited • by Mr. and Mrs. E. A. 
Wade of ^Aberdeen, AVash., who are 
touring tho United States in their 
one-log home under tho auspices of 
the "West Coast Lumbermen's asso- 
ciation. 


Tho log house is made from one of 


10 logs cut from a tree 311 feet high 
and more than nine feet in diameter, 
all 10 logs yielding 50,000 board feet 
of lumber, or about two car loads. 
Tho log used for the house, if it had 
been cut into boards, would have 
produced 6,580 board feet of high 
grade lumber, enough to build a four 
room cottage. 


It toolf Mr. "Wcde and two other 


men flve weeks to hollow out the log. 
First they 
bored a two-inch hole 


through the center. Then they used 
a blow torch and burned this hole 


to s diameter of four 
feet, 
after 


which they were able to use wedges 
and chip the heart-wood out in 
chunks. "When they got near the 
thin sapwood ring at the edge, they 
finished tho job with adzes, smooth- 
ing as they worked.

Mussolini Holds Italy's 


Parliament Under Thumb 


Rome —VP)— Of the three lower 


houses of parliament that this writ- 
er has been privileged to "cover" in 
the course of 15 years' newspaper 
work, the present Italian chamber of 
deputies, the all-Fascist "corporative 
chamber," is both the strangest and 
the best behaved. 


Strangest because there are no 


blocs, groups or parties, 
strictly 


speaking, although every member is 
supposed to represent some corpor- 
ative or guld interest, Strangest, too, 
because it holds only night sessions, 
and is patient during them. Strang- 
est of all, finally, because it is so 
thoroughly under the domination of 
one personality — Deputy Benito 
Mussolini. There is no heckling or 
baiting the premier in the palace 
of Montecittorio, where the chamber 
sits. 


It is a well-behaved body, it may 


be presumed, largely because it was 
hand picked. The Fascist grand coun- 
cil, in making up its nationwide list 
of 400 candidates, so triumphantly 
elected on March 24, evidently took 
extreme care to exclude trouble mak- 
ers. There is not in the entire house 
a mischief provoker of the stamp of 
Leon Daudet, French royalist deputy 
from .1319 tc^-1924, nor, is tjicra one 
with anything approaching the ram- 
bunctiousness of a certain turbu- 
lent gentleman from Texas who for- 
merly sat in the house of representa- 
tives. 


This agglomeration of "good boys," 


then, makes the task of Prcsfdent 
Giuriati extremely simple. Not once 
during tho most recent session did 
he have to ring his bell, put on his 
stovepipe hat and suspend the sitting 
as the writer has seen any number of 
French presiding officers obliged to 
do, amid catcalls ("cries of animals," 
as the Parisian parliamentary report- 
ers so euphemistically put it), epith- 
ets and often fisticuffs. He has not 
even had to utter the Italian equiv- 
alent of "The house will be in order!" 
which Frederick Gillett of Massachu- 
setts used to enunciate with such 
Puritan rigor in the days \\hen he 
was speaker of the house. 


No, President Giuriati's 399 charg- 


es listen intently to whomever of 
their "most dear colleagues," as they 
call each other, is holding forth from 
the little pulpity affair on the chair's 
right. Once in a while they may inter- 
rupt -with applause, sometimes with a 
mildly factious remark. But in gener- 
al the member who has the floor has 
his entire say out, unless a certain 
personality, seated directly below 
Giuriati, should look upwards with a 
bored expression that says, 
"For 


heaven's sake, slip him the hint to 
get done!" 


For Deputy — beg, pardon, Pre- 


mier — Mussolini takes the chamber 
sessions quito casually. He utilizes 
the time to catch up on his reading 
of tho late editions of the afternoon 
papers, now- and 
then casting a 


glance at the orator of the moment. 
His interventions in debate are ex- 
tremely rare, but when uttered they 
can be terse and pungnt, When he 
himself talkes the pulpity rostrum he 
is good for two hours or more, and 
few if any of his colleagues think of 
"cloak-rooming out on him." 


When he is not listening to speak- 


ers with one ear, with one eye cock- 
ed on the hall and the other on his 
newspaper, the premier often holds 
whispered conversations with those 
of his under-secretaries and other 
trusted aides who are privileged to 
approach him. Often as not he will 
walk out with one of them, arm in 
arm, for one of those drinks of milk 
by which he sets so much store. As 
he makes his exit, his fellow mem- 
bers rise snapplly and give him the 
Fascist salute, which he returns 
equally snappily. And be it said, fur- 
thermore, in honor of the Italian 
house's, behavior, they deport them- 
selves just as sedately when he is 
out of the rpo^i as •when he is there 
facing them.

London —C4>)— Business houses do- 


ing an international mail order trade 
w ill profit from tho creation of a new 
service by tho international postal 
union, the ninth congress of which 
has just ended here. 


The international organization, cre- 


ated 55 years ago. has instituted a 
new "small packets" service, which 
is in effect a service of small par- 
cels carried with the speed of let- 
ters. It is designed to provide for the 
carriage of merchandise, sent either 
by traders or by private persons, 
u;> to the weight of two pounds at 
.1 rate of postage appreciably lower 
than that of the letter post. 


These packets, whether tho con- 


tents aro liable to customs duty or 
not. will bo marked with n «»lninl<» 
(l.->Unctlvo label indicating the con- 
tents. The establishment of the sys- 
tem will be optional in each coun- 
tiy. but there Is every reason to be- 
Iwve that it will bo widely adopted. 
It will bo introduced in England 
when tho London Convention comes 
into force next year. 


At present the only methods of 


sending merchandise arc by the rela- 
tively blow parcel pest or by the let- 
ter post at full rates. It is expected. 
therefore, that the n<;w service will 
meet a real need not only In the case 
at traders, but of indi\iduals. The 
rate- will be fixed at a point inter- 
mediate between those of the letter 
and eamplc posts three cents for 
two ounces or with a minimum post- 
age of 12 cents.

ican radio facilities as an aid to air 
navigation is believed to be forecast 
by the action of the federal radio 
comisslon in directing: Gerald 
C.

cilities now in use in Europe. 
The need for more comprehensive 


communication facilities In aviation 
has been brought to fore by the In- 
creasing 
number of trans-oceanic 


flights and projected flights and by 
such accomplishments as the globe- 
encircling trip of the Graf Zeppelin. 
The latter, which is accepted as the 
forerunner of a marked expansion In 
commercial aviation, was a partic- 
ularly striking illustration of the 
value of ship-to-land communica- 
tion Kven with the limited facilities 
now in operation, the Zeppelin was 
able to shift its course in the air 
several times to avoid storms. 


Mr Gross is now In Europe to at- 


tend the meeting at the Hague of 
the international consulting 
com- 


mittee on radio communications. 


The scope of the proposed survey 


is outlined In the following para- 
graphs from the commissions let- 
ter to Mr. Gross: 
"In connection with your forth-

Cause More Fires Than Any

Milwaukee —C«—Dead grass ac- 


count* for more forest fires in Wis- 
consin than any other form of com 
bustibel material in tho forest cover 
according to tho annual report of 
the Lake States Forest Experiment 
station to its advisory committee for 
1928, recently published. 


According to an extensive survey 


conducted during tho year, it was 
found that dead grass is the most 
readily inflammable and that next in 
order comes pine litter, hardwood lit- 
ter, herbaceous growth and woody 
material. 


The lighter fuels, it was -found, 


ignite most easily and fires In them 
spread most rapidly. 
The heavier 


fuels generate more heat and hold 
fire longer. The fire hazard is great- 
est, therefore, where both light and 
heavy fuels 
occur as on recently 


cut-over lands. 


Experiments showed that two- 


tenths of an inch or more of rain 
precludes the Impossibility of fires 
for the time being and that less 
amounts reduce the fire hazard to a 
greater or less extent depending on
